has just reached here o f the ly nch­ 
ing o f J udge Pro uty , o f the federal 
co urt, at Tecumseh, Okla., by a 
gang o f ten negro es because, ac­ 
co rding to the negro es, he to o k no 
steps to apprehend and bring to 
punishment a gang o f co wbo y s who 
murdered a negro 
named Dav e 
Fitch. 


No particulars o f the ly nching 
hav e been 
receiv ed bey o nd the 
statement that the crime was co m­ 
mitted by a gang o f ten negro es. 
Fo r the last three mo nths there 
has been much serio us co nflict be­ 
tween negro es and whites o f that 
sectio n o f the co untrv . 
The tro uble came to a climax 
o n Saturday night a week ago ,when 
six 
co wbo y s, 
who se names are 
said to be kno wn by the autho rities 
there, met Dav e Fitch, who had 
been a leader o f the negro es, in a 
park near to wn and co mmenced 
sho o ting at him. 
The negro re­ 
turned the fire and they pro ceeded 
to perfo rate his bo dy with bullets. 
A sig'i was pinned o n the dead 
man’s bo dy , say ing : 
“ Let this be a warning to nig ­ 
gers. 
They must leav e this co un­ 
try .” 
^ 
Fitch was fo und by his co mrades 
nex t mo rning and they threatened 
to fire o n ev ery white they met un­ 
less iustice was meted o ut at o nce. 
J udge Pro uty , acco mpanied by 
marshals, ro de o ut to meet the del­ 
egatio n and assured the negro es 
justice wo uld be do ne. 
A week 
elapsed and still no pro gress had 
been made in running do wn the 
murderers. The negro es anno unced 
that they had learned the names o f 
the guilty perso ns, and that unless 
they were arrested at o nce J udge 
Pro uty and his friends wo uld suf­ 
fer. 
This frightened the o fficers, 
and an attempt was made at sco ut­ 
ing fo r the co wbo y s, who , it is re­ 
po rted, learned o f tlieir co ming and 
fled. 
Sunday the delegatio n o f negro es 
went to to wn and clamo red fo r jus­ 
tice. 
They asserted that a co n­ 
spiracy was arranged to allo w their 
fello ws to be killed purpo sely . The 
whites answered that all the v igil­ 
ance po ssible had been ex ercised in 
try ing to capture Fitch’s murder­ 
ers,

O m a h a , Xeb.. Sept. 
33. —The 
great battle of the moneyi^— the dis­ 
cussion 
of the K^id standard as 
against free coinage of both gold 
and silver— begins today. 
M any of the leading men of both 
parties are here to take part in the 
discussion, 
among them ex-Con- 
gressman Tow ne, of Michigan. 
Mr. T ow ne has 
opened head­ 
quarters at the Paxton, and 
last 
night Messrs. Bartine, Williams, 
Sibley, Hartman and Sheldon were 
all engaged with him in 
a 
chat 
over the difterent points of argu­ 
ment to be presented in the debate. 
Mr. 
Siblev 
and 
Mr. 
Bartine 
agreed 
that 
prices 
are 
steadily 
falling from their point of view. 
Mr. Bartine figured it out that, 
notwithstanding 
the 
withdrawal 
of 250,000 men from the channels 
of industry to carry on the war 
with Spain, there have been more 
^ reductions of wages proportionately 
to increases. Mr. Hartman said the 
agricultural interests of the country 
are more concerned than the mining 
interests. 
Mr. Towne, of course, sees an­ 
other side to the matter. 
He has 
just been 
to 
Colorado, where he 
says he 
had to depose Chairman 
Richard Broad and Secretary W il­ 
liam R . Freeman from their posi­ 
tions at the head of the state central 
committee of thti sil\er republican 
party" 
in 
that 
state, 
because of 
their having been influenced by" the 
gold 
standard 
people. 
He also 
charges the advocates of the gold 
standard with being responsible for 
the 
recent attempt 
at 
Colorado 
Springs to capture a silverite con­ 
vention, and at which one of the 
disturbers was killed. 
“ The silver forces are uniting in 
almost every state,’ ’ he said, and 
then he continued : 
“ Our uniting 
of 
forces 
is 
improperly 
called 
‘fusion.’ 
W e call it ‘co-operation.’ 
It is a combination of effort to de­ 
feat the gold standard if we can. So 
far we have this combination in 
*^the states of Washington, Minne­ 
sota, Colorado, Nebraska,Ohio and 
California. 
A s to the money ques- 
tiou having died out as a national 
issue, I wish to say" that the war 
did divert attention from it for a 
while, but now that the war is over 
the people are trying to think how 
they are to pay" for it, and the mon­ 
ey question is coming to the front 
more than ever. 
“ This was not a party w ar: it 
was an American war, and the ori­
